. _ Bombay, Nov. 17 (Delayed). 
The disturbances this morning did not-affect the programme 
cf rejoicings ic ccnnection. with the Prince of Wales’ visit. The 
streets in the evening were thronged with pedestrians viewing the 
ifuminations and decorations. No question of a strike arose, as it 
was a padlic holiday. 
. Bembay, Nov. 18. 
The Prince of Wales this morning demonstrated the sincerity of 
his desire to kniw India intimately. In simple morning dress, at- 
tended only by tw> aides-decamp, he held at Government House a 
quiet reception of native chiefs of Bombay Presideacy. The latter 
consented to waive ceremonials, gun salutes and guards of honour 
to which they are entitled. This abregation of precedent is deeply 
gratifying to the Prince of Wales. It is the first occasion in 
history when the native governing classes have informally called on 
a member of the British raling honse. . 

The Prince of Wales pays returo visits equally infcrmally at the 
Willingdon Sports Clab on 22nd inst, when the native chiefs will 
give a tea party In his honour. The Prince in the afternoon attended 
he semi-finals of the Commemoration polo togrnament and played 
a game with his staff. He attended the garden party of Bembay 
municipality and after dinner spent an hour at a ball at Government 
House, subsequently motoring through the illuminated city to the 
staticn and departing to Poona at midnight. . :

THE BOMBAY RIOTS. 
" . Bombay, Nov. 18. 

Further particulars of the disturbances show that they originat- 
ed when the risters unsuccessfully attempted to prevent people 
reaching the Prince of Wales’s procession. Rioters later attacked 
the holiday-makers on returning. Several cf the Police casualties, 
which are now stated to be four killed and thirty seriously wounded, 
were dae to the fact that the great majority were doing doty on 
the processional route. The military rescued isolated parties and 
in the course of clearing the disaffected area encountered barricades, 
where the moters resisted most stabbornly until nightfall, neces- 
sitating several bayonet charges. The Troops and’ Police through- 
out were stoned from the housetops and one European passerby was 
beaten to death. Two hundred rioters were arrested owing to ston- 
ing. At many of the mills, whidh have since restarted, the hands 
were compelled to-cease work, , 

Bombay, Nov, 19. 

The outbreak in the Bazzar districtoon 17th inst, the day of the 
Prince cf Wales’ arrival, was followed by a non-co-operation meet- 
ing, where bonfires of fareign clothing were lighted at street corners. 
The. crowd was swelled by idle millhands. Five trams were set 


.[afire, and a liquor shop burpt down. Europeans were stoned and 


the trams suspended. The military were called out, and street fight- 
ing followed. Gandhi and cthers unsuccessfully tried to persaade 
the crowds to desist from violence. Four Policemen were killed and 
thirteen serioubly injured. Three ricters were killed by revolver

"WHAT THE ‘CONFERENCE IS ABOUT. 


In a morning contemporary the other day a cor- 
Tespondent asked certain questions regarding the Wasbiny- 
ton Conference. remarking that ~ the average nan is still 
very much in the dark as to its inception, purpose. plan of 
working. and final goal.” The questions were answered in 
oatline by our contemporary, but. in view of the maynitude 
of the issues. the subject will bear a little enlarging upon. 
We will take the cerrespondent’s questions eriatim—(1) 
when the Conference was frst suggested! When Mr 
Harding succeeded President Wilson’ the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee of the United States senate. responding 
to criticism of the enormous naval appropriation. adopted 
Senator Borah’s resolution in favour of the new President 
contening an international conference with a view to the 
restriction of armaments. Nothing definite was heard for 
some months concerning the new President's intentions, 

robably because the Imperial Conference was due to be 
feta in London in the summer, and it would have been of 
little use. to invite Britain before she had had an op- 
portunity of consulting the Dominions. While the Imperial 
Conference’ was discussing the Anglo-Japanese alliance, 
President Ilarding forwarded a suggestion for a general 
conference on armament restriction and cognate matters. 
which was agreed to, the Anglo-Japanese alliance being left 
in abeyance. This also answers the second question— who 
' suggested the Conference. It may be added that Britain has 
Jet it be known that she would welcome such a discussion. 

The third question relates to the object of the Con- 
ference, which has just been stated in broad terms, and in 
accepting the invitation from Washington the British 
Cabinet mooted a preliminary conference in London for 
settling the agenda. but this was not adopted. In one 
sense it may be said that disarmament for rather ” restric- 
tion of armamant,” as the U.S. Secretary of State, Mr. 
Hughes. said in marking the distinction) is the chief 
Purpose, but obviously itis necessary first to remove the 
causes of difference. which are mainly concerned with the 
Far East. particularly China. ~The United States propos- 
ed that the interes.ed Powers should forward proposals as 
to what should and what should not be included in the 
discussions. and after receiving these..the officials at 
Washington prepared au extensive agenda, not necessarily 
binding, but indicative of the chief points likely to be 
raised. For some time it was thought that the Shantung 
toblem might be disposed of beforehand. but it is prto- 
able that this will now be considered by the Conference. 

“ais to “the parties interested.” Britain, the Cuited States, 

and Japan, with China. have most at stake. but as the 

American Government felt that Allied fleets must be taken 
Jato. account France and ‘Italy were included in the 
Invitations. while it was subsequently, decided to invite 
Portugal. Holland, and Belyiuin also, ‘these countries hav. 
ing interests in the Far East (Macao, Netherlands E. 
Indies, and the Chiuese railway loans respectively). Thus 
nine Powers are participating. 

Concerning the Conference « methods,” this isa mat- 
ter upon which the world at large would welcome further 
enlightenment. seeing that so much hinges upon the point. 
In general terms. it may'be stated that the Conference 
will be conducted (if true to the professions of its mem- 
bers) by candid discussion as distinct from secret 
diplomacy.” Except, however, for certain occasions, when, 
it has been anvounced, the public will be admitted, the 
debates are being conducted behind tightly-guarded doors, 
not even the Press having access: but fairly full com- 
muniques are issued dally. Some of the questions will be 
investigated by committees before being adjadicated upon 
by the general Conference. Finally, the’ correspondent 
‘asks the relation between the Conference and the League 
of Nations, the Geneva Conference and the Great War. 
Officially, this Conference is an entirely distinct assémbly. 

’ In a broad sense, however, there is an intiméte. association, 
as the Conference proposes to take over -inportant: pro- 
blems which could not be settled Previously. on- account of 

‘America not’ being a’ member of the League of Nations. 
All these matters have occupied much space in “ewspapers 
for weeks, but the very voluminonsness‘of the reports may 
render. this brief epitome serviceable to those who find it 
difficult Ww keep'stock of the course of events; -

Exports Credit Scheme. 


Tt was no new discovery for us 
to learn from the monthly raview 
issued by Barclays Bank that the 
financing of exports under ‘the 
Exports Credit Scheme to the 
disorganised countries of Europe 
ievolves problems exceedingly 
difficult of solution. The Board 
of Trade Export Credits Scheme, 
the whole object of which was to 
facilitate the resumption of trad- 
ing relations with soch countries, 
has been in operation since 
September, 1919, and its scope hag 
been constantly extended, in the 
hope of making it really effective. 
The facilities now available pro- 
vide for the exporter to specified 
countries an advance from 
Government, under certain con- 
ditions, up to an amount not ex- 
ceeding the full-cost of the goods 
exported, free of liability for re- 
payment ag to 80 per c-nt. of 
such cost. As an alternative, 
the Government are prépared to 
guerantee drafts, drawn against 
shipments of goods ‘to suck 
countries, or to certain British 
Dominions. The maximum 
guarantee would cover 85 per 
cent of the total amount of the 
bi, and if approved security is 
potup by the overseas importer. 
There is no recourse agsinst the 
exporter. as regards this 85 par 
cont. in the event of the bill being 
aupaic. It is possible, therefore, 
to export to Austria or Rumania 
or a dozen other countries and to 
do’ so with «» risk limited to 15 
per cent.—not, surely,. an une 
reasonable margin. Ifno security 
is deposited by the importer, the 
visk is increased, but even in 
such cases the exporter can only 
be called upon to pay balf the 
difference between the amount

INTERESTING STATEMENT 

BY DR. WU TING-FANG. 

Thera has beén much contro. 
press organs regarding the 
impositian of extra taxstion on 
alcoholic liquors and tobacco by 
the Canton Government, and it is 
well known that Consular 
rapresontation has been made in 
Canton with a view to getting 
soch extra taxation renoved, 

A representative of the Hong. 
kong Telegraph, who was privilog- 
ed to have a conversation with Dr. 
Wu Ting-fang at Canton yester- 
day, discussed this matter with 
the veteran Minister, in which it 
was learned that during tha next 
two or threa dsys an official 
statement is being issued by the 
Canton Government explaining 
its attitade. 

Dr. Wu stated that when the 
taxstion was first posed it 
Was received favourably by the 
people of Canton, and there was 
ho protest on the part of the 
consumers. Then certain big 
tobacco companiesbegan to grum- 
ble and accused the Canton Gov- 
vernment of infringing the Treaty 
of 1901. “Tha heads of these 
Companies are influential men 
and could easily get the Consuls 
to back them up. Hence it is 
that the Consular Body has sant 
in & protest to the local Govern- 
ment. They rely upon the foreign 
treaty regarding imports whicb 
states that. imparta shall pay a 
customs duty of five percent. and 
a further 214 percent. as transit 
duss. the latter meaning that 
goods can be ‘transported into 
the interior without further 
molestation. That is all right so 
far, but if doas not mean that 
upon the arrival of the goods 
at their destinstion, we cannot 
impose one further cant. Would 
that be fair? To claim such is 
going too far. This question was 
raised -when I was ia Peking, 
because under the old Imperial 
systeoy the Viceroys of the 
diferent provinces used to levy 
consumption taxes on both 
Chinese goods and foreign goods. 
IT received representatives of 
foreign merchants whocame up 
tothe Yamen to protest and we 
looked up the Treaty. We 
oaturally wanted to encouraga 

rede and they realised that But 
the Treaty doesn’t say anything 
aboot what shall happen 
on the arrival of goods 
at their destination. One parti- 
cular Forsign Minister made a 
great foss about it but nothing 
was everdone. We had to con- 
sult the diferent Governors and 
Viceroys in those dsys. This 
question was thoroughly thrashed 
out years ago. Likin is the same 
thing as a,consumption tax and 
the foreign moerchants tried to 
devise means to psy us some- 
thing else as compensation if wo 
abolished likia bat we could not 
agree with regard to the amount 
because we had to consult 
different men and the matter bas 
Temainsed in abeyance.

That would have 
been five per cent for customs, 
244 for transit dues and this 
additional five per cent. as com- 
pensation. - The payment of that 
would have freed goods from any 
further taxation whatsoever.
